OMAHA (Neb.,) Feb. 12.—(Special 
Dispatch.) The Wilson Women, Marie, 
Ruby and the mother, who came here 
from Los Angeles in pursuit of P. J. 
Burroughs, are in trouble again. They 
employed Attorney Tipton to defend 
them in the injunction suit which for- 
bade them entering Raymond’s store 
where Burroughs was employed. He 
presented a bill for $15. ‘They would 
not pay it. He levied on their bag- 
gage. A constable named Wilson at- 
tempted to serve the writ at the room 
occupied by the women, and they 
slammed the door ih his face. 

That was two days ago, yet the con- 
stable paces the corridor while the Wil- 
sons receive their meals over the tran- 
som. Today the landlord demurred 
and the guests of the hotel got a bas- 
ket and rope by means of which meals 
for the women are hoisted up four sto- 
ries to their room. The landlord tried 
to get the constable to leave, but the 
constable refused. Wilson said he in- 
tended to camp for the night and stay 
there until he starved them into sub- 
mission. 

Miss Marie held a four-story conver- 
sation with a reporter from her win- 
dow and said that she would stay 
there until the constable quit, if it took 
a life-time. Burroughs has left the city 
as the Wilsons were preparing to do 
when the constable appeared. Tipton 
declares that he is determined to col- 
lect his fee.

A SPLENDID TRIBUTE, 


Ex.-Gov. MeKinley Cheered to the 
Echo by Enthusiastic Hearers, 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—When William 
McKinley rose to speak tonight at the 
banquet in the Auditorium given by 
the Marquette Club, in commemora- 
tion of the birth of Abraham Lincoin, 
1500 men cheered the Ohioan with the 
veahemence of enthusiastic admiration. 

It was the tenth annual banquet 
given by the club, and it was intended 
that there should be 1000 guests. More 
than that number by 300 hundred came, 
and an overflow banquet was neces- 
sary. The guest of honor was Maj. Mc- 
Kinley. He spoke to the toast, “Abra- 
ham Lincoln.” The occasion was not- 
able as the first public appearance of 
Ohio’s famous son in another State 
since his return from the governorship 
to the position of a private citizen. 
Among those at the speakers’ table 
were the Republican Governor of Wis- 
consin and the Republican Senators 
from Nebraska and North Carolina. 
At every reference to the name of Mc- 
Kinley or to the word “protection,” 
outbursts of cheering followed. The 
address of the ex-Governor was a ¢har- 
acteristically magnificent piece of ora- 
tory. 

EX-GOV. M’KINLEY’S SPEECH. 

After giving a comprehensive sketch 
and tribute to Lincoln, in which allu- 
sion is made to the principal events in 
his life. Maj. McKinley devoted him- 
self to a consideration of current politi- 
cal questions, as exemplified by the 
speeches and writings of Lincoln. He 
profound common sense the 
best genius for statesmanship, and 
there is no substitute for it.

“Witnessing the government as we do 
today, with its debt-increasing, bond- 
gold-depleting, labor-destroy- 
“jow-tariff policy, 
mighty force the words of Lincoln 
written more than a half century ago, 
come to us in this hour and emergency! 
They read as if written for the living 
present, not for 
that’ as fa kk 
1843, at a Whig meeting in Springfield, 
Mr. Lincoln offered a series of resolu- 
tions relating to the tariff, which could 
be well accepted here tonight? They 
were then instantly and unanimously 
adopted, and Mr. Lincoln was himself 
appointed to prepare and address to 
the people of the State upon the sub- 
jects which they embraced. Let me 
read from this address his profound cb- 
servations upon tariff and taxation and 
their relation to the condition of the 
country. 

“‘The first of our resolutions,’ said 
Mr. Lincoln, ‘declares a tariff of duties 
upon foreign importations, producing 
sufficient revenue for the support of the 
general government, and so adjusted 
as to protect American industry, to be 
indispensably necessary to the pros- 
perity of tne American people. and 
the second declares direct taxation for 
a national revenue to be improper.. 

“*For several years past the reve- 
nues of the government have been un- 
equal to its expenditures, and conse- 
quently loan.after loan, sometimes di- 
rect and sometimes indirect in form, 
has been resorted to. By this means a 
new national debt has been created. 
and is still growing on us with a rapid- 
ity fearful to contemplate—a rapidity 
only reasonably to be expected in time 
of war. This state of things has been 
produced by a prevailing unwillingness 
either to increase the tariff or to re- 
sort to direct taxation. But the one 
or the other must come. Coming ex- 
penditures must be met, and the pres- 


not always be borrowed for these ob- 
jects. The system of loans is but tem- 
porary in its nature, and must soon 
explode. It is a system not only 
yuinous while it lasts, but one that 


As an individual who undertakes to 
live by borrowing soon finds his orig- 
inal means devoured by interest, and, 
next, no one left to borrow from, s0 
must it be with the government. 

“We repeat, then, that a tariff suffi- 
cient for revenue, or a direct tax, must 
soon be resorted to, and, indeed, we be- 
lieve this alternative is now denied by 
no one. But which system shall be 
adapted? Some of our opponents in 
theory admit the propriety of a tariff 
sufficient for a revenue, but even they 
will not in practice vote for such a 
tariff; while others boldly advocate di- 
rect taxation. Inasmuch, therefore, as 
some of them boldly advocate direct 
taxation, and all the rest—or so nearly 
all as to make exceptions needless—re- 
fuse to adopt the tariff, we think it 
doing them no injustice to class them 
all as advocates of direct taxation. In- 
deed, we believe they are only delay- 
ing an open avowal of the system, till 
they can assure themselves that the 
people will tolerate it. Let us then 
briefly compare the two systems. The 
tariff is the cheaper system, because 
the duties, being collected in large par- 
cels at a few commercial points, will 
require comparatively few officers in 
their collection; while by the direct-tax 
system the land must be literally cov- 
ered with assessors and _ collectors, 
going forth like swarms of Egyptian 
locusts, devouring every blade of grass 
and other green thing. 

“*By this system (the protective) the 
man who contents himself to live upon 
the products of his own country pays 
nothing at all. Surely our country is 
extensive enough and its products 
abundant and varied enough, to answer 
all the real wants of its people. In 
short, by, the protective system the 
burden of revenue falls almost entirely 
upon the wealthy and luxurious few, 
while the substantial and laboring 
many who live at home, and upon home 

oducts, go entirely free. 

“By the direct-tax system none can 
escape. However strictly the citizen 
may exclude from his premises all for- 
eign iuxuries, fine cloths, fine silks, 
rich wines, golden chains and diamond 
rings, still, for the possession of his 
house, his barn, and his homespun, he 
is to be perpetually haunted and har- 
assed by the tax-gatherer. With these 
views we leave it to be determined 
whether we or our opponents are the 
more truly democratic on the subject.’

On the subject of 
protection to American labor and 
American interests we reaffirm, 
and will reaffirm, the Lincoln plat- 
form of 1860. It needs neither amend- 
ment nor elaboration. Indeed, we 
could begin the platform of 1896 in the 
exact words with which the fathers of 
the Republican party began the plat- 
form of 1860. Its first plank, you will 
remember, reads as follows: 

“ ‘Resolved, that the history of the 
nation during the last four years, has 
fully established the propriety and ne- 
cessity of the organization and perpetu- 
ation of the Republican party, and that 
the causes which called it into exist- 
ence are permanent in their nature, 
and, now, more than ever before, de- 
mand its peaceful and constitutional 
triumph.’ 

“This was said near the close of the 
last Democratic administration, which, 
for a time, controlled all branches of 
the national government. With what 
truth it applies to the present Demo- 
cratic administration which, for two 
years following March 4, 1893, again 
had control of all branches of the na- 
tional government. 

“Now let me read thé Lincoln plat- 
form on the tariff, adopted on May 17, 
1860, by the second Republican national 
convention, and I submit whether it 
does not express the sentiment of the 
great majority of the people of Illinois, 
and of the whole country, even better 
today than it did then. Here is what 


it said: 
while providing 


“ ‘Resolved, that, 
revenue for the support of the general 
government by duties on imports, 
sound policy requires such an adjust- 
ment of these imports as to encourage 
the development of the industrial in- 
terests of the whole country; and we 
commend that policy of national ex- 
changes which secures to the working- 
men liberal wages, to agriculture re- 
munerative prices, to mechanics and 
manufacturers an adequate reward for 
their skill, labor and enterprise, and to 
the nation commercial prosperity and 
independence.’ 

“Better protection no Republican 
could ask or desire; and poorer none 
should advocate or accept. We are 
faithfully wedded to the great princi- 
ple of protection by every tie of party 
fealty and affection, and it is dearer to 
us now than ever before. Not only is 
it dearer to us as Republicans, but it 
has more devcted supporters, among 
the great masses of the American peo- 
ple, irrespective of party than at any 
previous period in our history. It is 
everywhere recognized and indorsed as 
the great, masterful, triumphant Amer- 
ican principle, the key to our prosper- 
ity in business, the safest prop to the 
treasury of the United States, and the 
bulwark of our national independence 
and financial honor. 

“The question of the continuance or 
abandonment of our protective system 
has been, the one great, overshadowing, 
vital question in American politics 
ever since Mr. Cleveland opened the 
contest in December, 1887, to which 
the lamented James G. Blaine made 
swift reply from across the sea, and it 
will continue the issue until a truly 
American policy, for the good of Amer- 
ica, is firmly established and perpetu- 
ated. The fight will go on, and must 
go on, until the American system is 
everywhere recognized, until al! _na- 
tions come to understand and respect 
it as distinctly, and all Americans 
come to honor or love it as dearly as 
they do the American flag. God grant 
| the day May soon come when all par-

“The Republican party only is com- 
petent to carry this policy into effect. 
Whenever there is anything to be done 
for this country, it is to the Republican 
party we must look to have it done. 
We are not contending for any particu- 
lar tariff law or laws, or for any special 
schedules, or rates, but for the great 
principle—the American protective 
policy—the temporary overthrow of 
which has brought distress and ruin 
to every part of our beloved country. 

“It may be asked what the next Re- 
publican tariff will provide. I cannot 
tell yous I cannot tell you what the 
rates will be, but they will measure 
the difference between American and 
European conditions, and will be fully 
adequate to protect ourselves from the 
invasion of our markets by Oriental 
products to the injury of American la- 
bor, and will in no case’ be too low to 
protect and exalt American labor, and 
promote and increase American pro- 
duction. 

“I cannot better answer this grave 
question than by an illustration of Mr. 
Lincoln's. Some one asked him how 
long a2 man’s legs ought to be. He 
said: ‘That is a very serious question; 
and I have given much thought to it 
a great many times. Some should be 
longer and some shorter: but I want to 
tell you that a man’s legs ought always 
to be long enough to reach from his 
body to the ground.” And so I tell 
you, my inquiring free-trade friend,that

He was very ear- 
nest in denying the possibility that his 
brother killed himself. 

“Any idea of suicide in my hrother’s 
case,”’ the said, “is preposterous. My 
brother was a man vf more than usu- 
ally happy temperament. There was 
nothing in his aaffirs, either family or 
financial, that could have led him to 
contemplate such an act. The affair 
Was probably an accident... We are ex- 
pecting further informtion.”’

Opposition to Senator White's

WASHINGTON, February 12.—(Spe- 
dispatch.) A _ bill introuced by 
Senator White early

grants to the Kern River and Los An- 
gxeles Electric Power Company the

For instance, the company is to have 
the right to use such timber, stone, 
earth or other material as may be 
necessary to construct, erect or main- 
tain its lines; to fell such timber as 
may be necessary to protect the poles 
and wires of said company. The com- 
pany is also given sweeping water- 
within the reservation and the 
privilege to take from Kern River and 
other streams all water needed. 
The object of the concession is 
stated to be the delivery of “an amount 
of electric power equal to 5000 horse- 
vower in Los Angeles,” and unless this 
purpose is accomplished: within five 
years, the grant will be forfeited. The 
opponents of the bill are calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the reservations to 
which this bill applies were made for 
the preserving of the timber of the re- 
zion in question, and particularly to 
prevent the destruction of giant Se- 
auoia which abound throughout them. 
A coiperative colony which sought 
to make use of some of this timber was. 
ignominiously ejected, and such prop- 
erty values as it had created were for- 
feited. Private individuals who took 
up claims within the boundaries of the 
reservations before their creation by 
the proclamation of the President, have, 
since their erection, béen denied the 
privilege of exercising their rights and 
are debarred from cutting timber by 
the armed forces of the United States; 
yet, the opponents of the bill suy, it is 
proposed to turn over two reservations 
to this new company almost without

in 1873 “had not struck it down,” for 
during a previous period of seventy 
years there had been no silver circula- 
tion... Free coinage: had at all times 
proved. a failure. He would. rather 
stand where he is than to jump with- 
out knowing where he is to fall, upon 
solid ground or into a bottomless pit. 

He denied that. any country where 
free-coinage was practiced had ever 
enjoyed the circulation of both gold 
and silver g~t the same time. There 
never was a time when a dollar stood 
for so mueh and called for so little as 
at present. 

Mr. McMillan followed. He said there 
was insufficient currency, and that we 
should not wait for the coiperation of 
any foreign country before taking steps 
to improve our financial affairs. He 
was not for monometallism, or any- 
thing. of the sort; he desired the use 
of both metals. The theory that the 
amount of currency in circulation did 
not affect prices was unfoundcd.. 

Mr. Brosius of Pennsylvania opposed 


free coinage. Mr. Bailey of Texas 
sought to prove that gold had appre-| 


ciated within the last twenty years, 
saying that if this was true the op- 
ponents of silver would have nothing 
to stand on, as the basis of their con- 
tention was that gold was stable. He 
had no especial preference for either 
gold or silver, but desired that which 
was most stable. ee 

Mr. McCleary of Minnesota said he 
would endeavor to arrest the state- 
ments made by’ his colleague, Mr. 
Towne. He used the maps employed 
by Mr. Towne last week, and said that 
they did not bear out the’ free-silver 
arguments of his colleague. , 

"-At 6:30 o’clock a recess was taken 
until 8 o’clock this evening, the ses- 
sion to be devoted to debate. 

The last night of the general debate 
on the bill was more poorly attended 
than any of its predecessors, The gal- 
leries were almost empty, and there 
were but seven members on the floor.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The House 
Committee on Territories held a warm 
session today over the bills to admit 
Arizona and New Mexico into the Un- 
ion.

BERING SEA CLAIMS. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The con- 
vention between the governments of 
the United States and Great Britain for 
arbitration of claims for damages made 
on account of the Bering Sea sealing- 
vessel seizures was received by the 
Senate in executive session yesterday 
and was considered by the Committee 
on Foreign Relations. today. 

The treaty is a brief document signed 
by Secretary. Olney on the part of the 
United States and by Sir Julian 
Pauncefote for Great Britain. It pro- 
videg for the reference of the claims 
to two commissioners, one to be ap- 
pointed by the United States and the 
other by Great Britain who, in case of 
a failure to agree, are to be authorized 
to select a third commissioner. If not. 
able to agree upon a man for this of- 
fice, the matter is to be referred to the 
President of the Swiss republic, with 
the request that hename the third man, 
which he has consented to do. The 
agreement is made in conformity with 
the Paris arbitration and its findings 
are made obligatory upon both govern- 
ments, 

As submitted, the treaty only pro- 
vides for the payment of damages by 
the United States for vessels engaged 
in seal-catching belonging to citizens of 
Great Britain, but a disposition has al- 
ready manifested itself in the commit- 
tee to amend it so as to. provide also 
for the arbitration of claims which 
‘may arise on the part of the citizens 
of the United States for seizures of 
American vessels made by Great Brit- 
ain, and the probabilities are that 
such. an amendment will be made in 
committee. 

Senator Morgan talked at length to 
the committee today, explaining the or- 
ixin of these claims and going into the 
findings of the Paris tribunal as well 
as the efforts to have the claims settled 
during the last Congress by the pay- 
ment of a lump sum, which he opposed 
at that time. The committe adjourned 
without taking any action, but the in- 
dications are that with the. change 
making the findings of the commission 
mutual as between the two countries, 
the committee will recommend the rat- 
ification of the treaty. 

NICARAGUA CANAL FIGURES 
CRITICISED. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The sub- 
committee of the House Committee on 
Commerce is considering the report of 
the Nicaragua Canal Commission. The 
general impression among the members 
of the sub-committee is that the esti- 
mate of the commission for the com- 
pletion of the work ($136,000,000) is en- 
tirely too high. Mr. Doolittle of Wash- 
ington says that there are gentlemen in 
the United States who can give the 
best of security for carrying out their 
contract who will agree to complete 

the work for $70,000,000. 

Next Tuesday the sub-committee will 
meet for the purpose of drawing up a 
rough draft of a bill for submission: to 
the full committee. It is probable that 
the Morgan Bill, which was before the 
Senate in the last Congress, will form 
the basis of the bill to be prepared, 
The guarantee of the bonds of the com- 
pany to an extent not exceeding $10,- 
000,000 will be the main proposition. 
The government will secure a majority 
of the stock and be insured a perpetual 
majority of the directorate. The bill 


-will also provide for .the prosecution 


of the work under the inspection of 
government engineers, and will provide 
for complete supervision, auditing, etc., 
of all aceounts by the Treasury De- 
partment. 
| FAVORABLE TO CUBA. 

_ WASHINGTON, Feb, 12—The most

rights, or, at least, that it has been} 


the universal practice of the executive 
to issue proclamations recognizing a 
state of war according to the revolu- 
tionists’ rights of beliigerents. This was 
done in the case of Colombia, Venezuela 
and Argentine. 

“The granting of belligerents’ rights,” 
said he, “only recognizes the existence 
of a state of war, and a state of war 
exists as soon as an uprising gets be- 
yond the control of the authorities. 
Such an uprising certainly reaches the 
dignity. of war when its participants 
are able to maintain armed forces in 
the field, and the authorities are unable 
to restore order and protect property. 

“The correspondence. shows beyond 
question in an official way, that Spain, 
after a struggle of almost a year, has 
been unable to do either. The recogni- 
tion of the independence of the Cubans 
could not come until.they had created 
a government, and had indicated. their 
ability to maintain it in the discharge 
of the functions of the government.” 
GETTING THE PARTY TOGETHER. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 12.—The Demo- 
cratic Senators held a ‘caucus of two 
and a half hours’ duration today, called 
for the purpose of affording an oppor- 
tunity for a consultation on the. elec- 
tion of an assistant door-keeper. The 
caucus resulted in a unanimous in- 
dorsement of Barnard Layton of Ohio 
for the office. 

With this matter out of the way, the 
caucus, ‘upon the suggestion of Senator 
Hill, took up the Tariff Bill for an qz- 
change of ideas, but no definite plan of 
action was agreed upon with reference 
to either the bill or any of the amend- 
ments proposed. Senator Vilas made 
an animated speech, urging the party 
to get together and present a solid 
front in view of the approaching cam- 
paign, and others spoke in a similar 
strain. 

A CHANGE OF PLANS.

M’KINLEY AT CHICAGO. 


Maj. McKinley’s speech at the an- 
nual banquet of the Marquette Club, 
held in Chicago last night, was a 
characteristic and magnificent effort 
from one of the foremost of American 
statesmen. Maj. McKinley never 
speaks amiss. His public utterances 
are always inspired by high purposes 
and pure patriotism. Their logic is 
impregnable. Their style is judicially 
calm and almost dispassionate. Yet’ 
every sentence in one of Mr. McKin- 
ley’s speeches is instinct with mean- 


and dispassionate, the meanings which 
they convey bear steadily upon issues 
of vital portent; and so this wonder- 
ful speaker is never for a moment 
commonplace, uninteresting, or cold. 
He has a message to deliver, and has 
the ability and discretion essential to 
its effective delivery. 

Maj. McKinley's high-minded states- 
manship holds him above personal 
animosities. Even his political op- 
ponents entertain for him @ profound 
respect. Before all else he is sincere. 
He thoroughly believes in the prin- 
ciples which he advocates so ably. 
His public utterances, for this season, 
are more effective with the public 
than the utterances of men more ex- 
pert in the coinage cf scintillant 
phrases. He is so candid, so much in 
earnest, and withal so free from politi- 
cal bias and mere partisan narrowness, 
that his utterances perforce carry con- 
viction and make converts. 

In Maj. McKinley’s speech before the 
Marquette Club last evening, he quoted 
with telling effect the words of Lin- 
coln, written more than half a century 
ago, relative to the principle of tariff 
protection, which is today the chief 
‘corner-stone of the Republican faith. 
The words of Mr. Lincoln, in 1843, 
were prophetic. They apply with over- 
whelming force and aptness to the 
situation as it exists*toeday. Mr. Mc- 
Kinley’s quotation at some length 
from this utterance of Lincoln was 
particularly appropriate and _ timely, 
as showing that the blundering meth- 
ods and false economics of the Demo- 
crtic party of that time were essen- 
tially the same as those of the latter- 
day Democracy; while the Republican 
party, from the date of its organiza- 
tion, has stood firmly for the principle 
of tariff protection. As the words of 

Lincoln so admirably show, the col- 
lection of government revenues, in the 
form of import duties, at the ports of 
entry. (which are comparatively few 
in number) is much less expensive, 
proportionately, than the collection of 
direct. taxes, which would necessitate 
a vast horde of assessors and tax col- 
lectors. This consideration alone, if 
there were no others, is sufficient -to 
turn the scales in favor of a system of 
customs revenue as against a system 
of direct taxation—for by one system 
or the other the government must ob- 
tain revenue necessary to its mainten- 
ance. 


Maj. McKinley says truly that “the

dorsed as the great masterful, tri- 
umphant American principle, the key 
to our prosperity in business, the 
safest prop to the treasury of the 
United States, and the bulwark of our 
national indenendence and financial 
honor.” 

William McKinley is pre-eminently 
the “logical candidate” of the Repub- 
lican party for President in 1896. As 
the time for the holding of the nom- 
inating convention draws nearer, the 
prospects for his nomination grow 
brighter. It will not be at all surpris- 
ing if he is nominated on the first 
or second ballot at St. Louis. His can- 
didacy will command the united sup- 
port of Republicans from one end of 
the nation to the other, as no other 
candidate could command it. Maj. Mc-. 
Kinley’s election will be an almost 
certain sequence of his nomination. 
With the legend, “Patriotism, Protec- 
tion, Prosperity and McKinley,” in- 
scribed on its banners, the Republican 
party may confidently move forward 
to “another most glorious and decisive 
national victory.” Maj. McKinley is 
the man for a great occasion; and the 
occasion is almost come. 


OUR HUMANE SOCIETY. 


The efficiency of the Humane So- 
ciety is very much restricted through 
Jack of adequate financial and moral 
support. There is pressing need in 
this city and section for the beneficent 
work of this society, and it should 
not be allowed to die for want of sup- 
port. The society is at present un- 
able to pay a decent salary to its ex- 
ecutive officer. Such would not be the 
case if public interest were fully 
aroused as to the wide scope of the 
society’s work, and the great need for 
maintaining it at the maximum of 
efficiency. 3 

It would be a lasting reproach to 
Los Angeles to permit this: society to 
die. There ought to be enough hu- 
mane sentiment in this city and vicin- 
ity to support the society, and The 
Times believes that there is enough, 
if. only it can be reached—if humane 
people can be made to realize how 
much depends upon their coming for- 
ward to aid the society, both with 
financial and moral support. If every 
person who is friendly to the society 
and its work would contribute even a 
small amount annually, either in the 
form of a direct contribution or in 
payment of the membership fee, the 
society would prosper and its grand 
work would go on with steadily-in- 
creasing efficiency. 

Meanwhile, the management of the 
society should resort to such active 
measures as are feasible to bring the 
needs and purposes of the organiza- 
tion more prominently before the pub- 
lic.’ Among other measures, contri- 
bution boxes might be placed in con- 
venient places, bearing proper inscrip- 
tions inviting contributions, large or 
small, from persons friendly to the 
cause of humanity. Members of the 
society must labor incessantly in the 
good cause, if they would keep the 
work of the organization up to a 
high degree of efficiency.

He Will Farnish No Protection for 
the Planters Until He Has Re- 
organised His Forces—The Hart 
Steamship Line Will Sell Arms 
te Cubans. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

HAVANA, Feb. 12.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The committee appointed by the 
Havana Chamber of Planters and pre- 
sided over by Sefior Arrilla, called upon 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler today, led by their 
anxiety over the unfavorable condi- 
tion of their business, to try to get an 
idea of what the new captain-general’s 
views are on the prospect of a better 
condition of the planters. 

Sefior Arrilla acted as spokesman for 
the committee, and tendered a request 
for information to Gen. Weyler, who 
said in reply: 

“It is evident that the present serious 
aspect of affairs must be remedied very 
soon if we are to effect the. salvation 
of the island. I have confident hope 
that the grinding of sugarcane can be 
safely started by the middle of March 
in Pinar del Rio, Havana, Matanzas 
and Santa Clara provinces. For the 
present, however, my whole attention is 
given to the task of reorganizing the 
army on a basis suitable for carrying 
out any plans of campaign. Until that 
reorganization is effected, it is my pur- 
bose to depend on the volunteer forces 
for the protection of the estates.” 

The feature of Gen. Campos’s plan of 
campaign which met the most criticism 
and opposition here was the cutting up 
of his large force into small bands to 
form a separate guard for nearly every 
estate on the island. Gen. Weyler’s re- 
marks indicate that he intends to aban- 
don’ this plan and to combine his 
forces into an effective military force 
for aggressive operation. 

The act of Gen. Weyler in setting 
free twelve ‘prisoners who were sent 
from Santiago de Cuba charged with 
conspiring, on the ground that there 
was no evidence to warrant holding 
them, has produced a favorable impres- 
sion toward him in the public mind, 
and it is thought he intends to; deal 
with suspects strictly according to the 
principles of justice. 

Something of a sensation has been 
created by the discovery in a. house 
in Havana of a supply of cartridges, 
the intended destination of -which, it 
is believed, was the insurgents’ camp. 
The landlord of the house has been 
arrested. The belief is prevalent that 
some successful measures for supplying 
the insurgents from Havana have: es- 
caped detection. 

Gen. Weyler today called the colonels 
and chiefs of the volunteer corps. to 
the palace for a personal consultation 
with him on the actual situation. 

Word has been received that the fire- 
men have gone over to the insurgents 
in Porto Rico. Generals Castillo and. 
Canizares and Nunez have effected a 
junction of their forces. 

It is surmised that extensive opera- 
tions are soon to be inaugurated against 
the insurgents. Horses for the infan- 
try soldiers are arriving, and the work 
of teaching the soldiers to ride is be- 
ing continued from morning until night. 
The main object in mounting the in- 
fantrymen is to enable them to travel 
longer distances, and with greater 
speed than heretofore, the advantage 
of the insurgents in this respect hav- 
ing been the most marked feature of 
the insurrection up to the present 


The reports asked for by Gen. Wey- 
ler have now been received from nearly 
all quarters, and it is understood that 
he finds the situation to be more fa- 
vorable than he anticipated. He has 
‘dictated a number of orders to the com- 
manders of the different districts, and 
the ammunition and supplies landed 


4 from the Alfonso XIII and other steam- 


ers which have recently arrived here 
‘from Spain is being forwarded under 
strong escorts to the different points 
at which material is needed, The num- 
ber of armored cars has been greatly 
increased during the past two days, 
and several observation trains have 
been sent southward into the province 
of Pinar del Rio. 

WILL SELL MUNITIONS OF WAR. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb, 12.—“We 
have grown tired of having our ships 
stopped, our officers arrested and our 
line libeled by the Spanish, and we now 
propose to give them a new kind of 
medicine.”’ 

So spoke Capt. William Kerr, coun- 
sel of the Hart Steamship line, tonight, 
and then he proceeded to give the in- 
formation that the company would 
adopt a policy which, if carried out, 
will annoy the Spanish authorities con- 
siderably. He also said that for a con-_ 
siderable period a boat laden with am- 
munition and stores had been lying at 
Wilmington, N. C., and that the cargo 
would go to Cuba. 

“IT am telling this to let Spain and 
others know what we are doing. The. 
steamship Commodore is now at Wil- 
mington loaded with arms, ammunition, 
dynamite and stores. She is loaded so 
full that the boat is so deep that they 
could not get anybody to take her out 
of the port. The boat has been there 
several months. Ponight at 12 o’clock 
Capt. Samuel Hughes of the Laurada 
goes to Wilmington and takes with him 
P. F. Thurston, chief engineer of the 
ship. They will take the Commodore to 
Charleston. The cargo will go to China, 
No person can come aboard unless he 
shows the Cuban flag. If Cuba wants 
to buy ammunition and supplies.of us, 
I do not see why we should not sell 
to them. We do not propose to sneak 
out of port any longer, but will be open 
in our traffic.” 7

A BURNING VESSEL. 


Exciting Incident in New York Har- 
bor Wednesday Morning. 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRB.) 


NEW YORK, Feb. 12.—The Herald 
this morning says: 

“It was reported at 1 o’clock this 
morning that the British. steamer Ar- 
dandhu, Capt. Walker, which arrived 
from Progreso yesterday, and was an- 
chored below Bedloe’s Island was on fire. 
Steamers near her were blowing their 
whistles as if signalling for assistance. 
The information was brought in by the 
captain of a Staten Island ferry-boat. 
There was no blaze for the hatches 
had been battened. She Ardandhu is 
a steel steamer of the Arden line. She 
hails from Glasgow and was built in 
Belfast in 1893. ° 

“The Staten Island ferryboat, West- 
field, crossing to the island on her 1 
o'clock trip with a-load of passengers, 
including several theater parties and 
many ladies, responded to the Ardand- 
hu’s call for help, and went alongside 
the burning ship. Capt. Walker asked 
that his crew be taken on the ferry- 
boat, but the ferry people declined to 
endanger the lives of their passengers, 
though promising to remain alongside. 
The flames had by this time burst from 
the hold, and with the rockets Capt. 
Walker was shooting for help, was 
lighting up the bay grandly. The ex- 
citement on board the -Westfield was 
intense. Many women aboard fainted.

A Trappist Momastery in Canada 
. Raided by Police, 
(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIKRE.) 


MONTREAL (Que.,) Feb. 12.—Mon- |- 


treal excisemen have seized an illicit 
still at the Trappist monastery of Oka. 
The officials of the inland revenue de- 
partment becoming suspicious of the 
large quantities of whisky that was 
coming from the little settlement of 
Oka, sent two inland revenue officers to 
the monastery to make a search. They 
found a full-fledged whisky still of 
twenty-five gallons per day at work in 
the monastery. The superiors ad- 
mitted the matter looked serious, but 
claimed the whisky was distilled with- 
out their knowledge. Seizing this ma- 
chinery the inland revenue officers re- 
turned to Montreal. Later on. two 
monks from Oka called at’ the inland 
revenue office and offered to pay the 
fine for the illicit distillation of whisky. 
They were referred to the government 
at Ottawa. | 

The Trappist monastery in question 
is a large concern. It is on a farm of 
1000 acres in extent, on which are. a 
cheese factory, a dairy and sawmills. 
The monastery also runs a hotel which 
does a good business during the sum- 
mer months, The monks make consid- 
erable wine. Last season they bought 
eight. carloads of .grapes which they 
converted into wine, and during the 
same period sold about thirty thousand 
gallons of wine.* The matter is now be- 
fore the government. 


DRUGGED WITH COCAINE. 


THE CORONER’S JURY IN THE CASE 
_ OF PEARL BRYAN. | 


Some Striking Points in the Verdict. 
Scott Jackson Makes Another 


Confession Again Implicating 
Walling. 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
CINCINNATI, Feb.-12.—The full text 
of the verdict of the Coroner’s jury 
returned at 1 o’clock today, is as fol- 
lows: . 
“We, the jury, find: First, that the 
headless body found at Fort Thomas 
on the premises of J. B. Locke, Camp- 
‘bell county, Ky., is that of Pearl Bryan 
of Greencastle, Ind.: 

“Second—We find that cocaine ‘had 
been administered to-Pearl Bryan for 
purposes unknown. 

“Third—We further find from the evi- 
dence that the decapitation was - per- 
formed while there was life in the body,

and at the point where the body was 
found. 

“Fourth—From the evidence. pre- 
sented, we find that Pearl Bryan, Scott 
Jackson and Alonzo Walling were all 
last seen together on Friday, January 
31, 1896, between the hours of 6 and 
7 o’clock p.m., on the northeast corner 
of George and Plum streets, Cincinnati, 
and entered a cab and left together, 
driving west on George to Plum and 
south on Plum toward Sixth street.” 

This was signed by the six jurors and 
the Coroner.

dict are that Pearl Bryan ha 


drugged with cocaine, and that she was 
murdered where the body was found. 
The evidence as to cocaine was by Dr. 

. H. Crane of Cincinnati, who has 
not yet quite completed an analysis of 
Miss Bryan’s stomach contents. He tes- 
tified that he had found a quarter of 
@ grain of cocaine, and thought he 
would yet find more, possibly a whole 
grain. He had also found traces of 
arsenic and mercury, but these were 
in the embalming fluid. 

As to the decapitation at the place 
where the body was found, the testi- 
mony of the bushes was introduced. 
Twigs and leaves cut from these bushes 
the morning the dy was found’ 
showed bloodstains on the lower side 
at heights of from two to six feet from 
the ground. Qne witness testified that 
he found footprints by a woman’s shoe 
under an appletree near where the 
body lay. 

Dr. Caruthers, who made the post- 
mortem, gave the opinion before. the 
jury today that decapitation was per- 
formed where the body was found while 
there was still life in the body. It was 
done with a sharp knif&, or more prob- 
ably with a surgeon’s scalpel. This lat- 
ter testimony has an important bear- 
ing on the jurisdiction over the pris- 
oners. There is little doubt now that 
in less than twenty-four hours the 
prisoners will be indicted by the Camp- 
bell county grand jury and will possi- 
bly be removed from Ohio to Ken- 
tucky for trial. What effect this will 
have upon the prisoners’ disposition to 
tell the whole truth about the mur- 
der is difficult now to predict.

NEW SCHOOL BUILDINGS, 


by Next Monday? 


A new term of school will begin next 
Monday morning, and the officials who 
operate the city’s educational depart- 
ment are anxtous to know just how 
many school buildings will be available 
for use at the term’s beginning. 

To obtain definite information on 
this point, Superintendent Foshay, 
with several members of the Board of 
Education, accompanied by Superin- 
tendent of Buildings Strange, made a 
tour of the city yesterday, inspecting 
the school. buildings that are being 
constructed. As a result of the inspec- 
tion, Superintendent Strange says that 
about one-half of the buildings will be 
finished next Monday. Several more 
will be ready for use next Wednesday, 
while two of the houses, those on Olive 
street and Twenty-eighth street, will 
not be completed for three weeks. 

The time allowed for the completion 
of the entire work expired last Satur- 
day, and a penalty of $59 a day is to 
be paid by the contractors for each day 
from that date the buildings are unfin- 
ished. Uniless a further extension is 
granted, the contractors will be mulcted 
to the tune of about $1500.

WASHINGTON EXHIBIT. 


Sending Fruit. to the Smithsonian 
Institution. 


The Smithsonian Institution will have 
a wonderful collection to display in a 
few years more. Under the direction 
of the Pomological Bureau of the Ag- 
ricultural Department wax imitations 
are being made of every fruit and vege- 
table grown in America. The fruit 
to be reproduced is used to make a 
plaster mold. Prepared wax is put 
into the mold, end the exact form of 
the fruit reproduced. Then, with pains- 
taking care and real artistic skfll the 
wax fruit is painted the exact color of 
the original. When the work is done 
it is impossible to tell by sight alone 
that it is not genuine fruit. 

The whole country is being scoured 
for the various varieties of fruit. A 
number of kinds were sent to Wash- 
ington from the California Building at 
Atlanta. Now Mr. Wiggins is prepar- 
ing to send more. He will shin today 
some beautiful fruit contributed by the 
Piru Bancho Company. There are 
specimens of polymuerphia, columella 
and “No. 6” olives. knotty citron, tri- 
umph pomelo, shaddock. three varieties 
of citron of commerce, Seville cranges, 
Tangerines, Mediterranean Sweets, 
Mandarin oranges, Washington navels, 
Malta Bloed oranges and Juppa or- 
anges. 

Among other donations yesterday, E. 
KE. Moore of Long Beach contributed 
elusters of Eureka lemons. Jacob Mil- 
ler of Cahuenga contributed straw- 
berry guavas, coffee, a banana bud, a 
cherimoyer or custard apple and some 
handsome flowers.

POSTOFFICE RECOMMENDATIONS 


The Needs Have Far Oatgrown the 
Accommodations.. 

Gen. John R. Mathews, head of the 
Los Angeles postoffice, completed yes- 
terday a report upon the great needs 
of the Los Angeles postoffice, and 
upon the way in which the business 
nas far outgrown its present accommo- 
dations and has become greater than 


can be handled by the present limited 
number of men. 


Senator Stephen M. White recently 
introduced a bill to provide for the erec- 
tion of an addition to the Federal 
building at Los Angeles. He asked 
Postmaster Mathews to furnish data as 
to the growth of Los Angeles to aid him 
in making the fight for the appropria- 
tion. Hon. F. H. Jones, First Assistant 
Postmaster-General, and Hon. W. B. 
Fleming, Acting Chief Executive offi- 
cer, office of he Supervising Archi- 
tect, both asked for information as to 
the business of the office, the number 
of persons employed and the improve- 
ments needed, 

Postmaster Mathews's report pre- 

sents some interesting facts. The re- 
cetpts for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1885, were $41,849.48. For the fiscal 
year ending June 230, 1895, they. had 
swelled to $164,859.25. In 1885 there were 
fifteen clerks and eight letter-carriers. 
Today there sre forty-one clerks and 
forty-four letter-carriers, There are 
660 small boxes, 224 large boxes and 
twenty-four drawers. To properly pro- 
vide for the present needs of the office 
at least 200 boxes should be added. 
The report estimates that at least 2000 
boxes will be needed in the next ten 
years, 
4 The postoffice at present occupies 
4856 square feet. This is entirely inade- 
quate. The Assistant Postmaster has 
no office except at a desk in the Post- 
master’s office. This office consists of 
but one small room, to which the public 
have access. For lack of space all the 
divisions of the working room, mailing, 
city separating, general delivery, dead 
letter, directory and carrier are all 
jumbled up together. The estimated 
number of square feet needed to pro- 
‘vide proper accommodation for the 
present postal business is 9712 square 
feet, and for the prospective increase 
in postal business for the next ten 
years is 19424 square fect. . 

Gen. Mathews bases his estimate of 
the probable increase of postal receipts 
for the next ten years upon the re- 
ceipts for the past ten years, which 
show an increase of about 300 per cent., 
upon the growth of the oil industry, 
the constant and substantial growth of 


Los Anfigeles in all directions, the de-' 


sirable class of people who are making 
their homes here, and the natural re- 
sources of this region. 

As an indication of the enormous in- 
crease of population, the report shows 
the vast number of buildings erected in 
Los Angeles in the past year. This has 
grown from 879 permits. for $1,888,000 
in 1891 and 1892 to 2415 permits for 33,- 
885,836 in 1894 and 1895. Furthermore, 
Los’ Angeles has exceptionally few 
fires. The total loss from fires for the 
year ending November 30 has been 
about $50,000. This includes furniture, 
merchandise, machinery and the con- 
= all destroyed by fire.

The very men who had been ar- 
rayed against each other in deadly con- 
flict, a quarter of a century ago, today 
met as the very best of friends, with 
all the old wounds healed and naught 
but the kindliest feelings for each. 
other. They unite in paying honor to 
the greatest and best man that ever 
blessed this earth. North and South 
alike revere him as a national’ hero. 
Other heroes of the past waded - to 
power through seas of blood: Caesar, 
Alexander and Napoleon were creatures 
of circumstance, but God has created 
only one Abraham Lincoln. 


Gen. Johnstone Jones, who joined the 
rebel army when a lad of 16, delivered 
an eloquent address which was punctu- 
ated with frequent bursts of applause. 
He said in part: ; 


“I speak as one who did what he 
conceived to be his duty then, but who 
rejoices now that the Union has been 
preserved. There was a Providence in 
it all. The guiding star of the land .was 
that which crowned the brow of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. It seems almost incredible 
mow that I am the same man who 
Wore the gray thirty years ago. How 
times have changed! Today we stand 
united as the citizens of one great, 
Srand, glorious republic. We can bury 
all the old animosities. The spirit 
which prevails tonight is the spirit 
Which animated Abraham Lincoln. He

“I have learned to look on Lincoln 
as the greatest of all Americans but 
Washington, and equal to him. They 
are the two brightest stars in the 
firmament of the nation’s history. The 
one shines over the dawning years of 
the republic. The other stands at the 
zenith. One led the army which’ es- 
tablished independence. The other con- 
trolled the forces which secured Amer- 
ica’s salvation. 

“Abraham Lincoln was born in the 
forests of Kentucky.

A CRYING SHAME, 


Need of a Receiving Hospital Again 
Exemplified. 


The fact that Pasadena has no place 
but the filthy, disreputable old jail to 
take any one who may be seized with 
a sudden illness, and who is unable to 
pay for treatment, was exemplified 
again this evening. A poor fellow, who 
has but one arm, and who is penniless, 
was found lying in Blinn’s lumber- 
yard, gasping for breath, and almost 
dead from an attack of heart disease. 
As there was no city hospital, no shel- 
ter for the unfortunate man but the 
jail, Mr. Goltman, the police officer who 
discovered the man, was constrained to 
take him to the jail. There is no glass 
in the windows, or rather the apertures 
that answer for windows in that build- 
ing; no means of heating it; no com- 
forts of any sort for fllness. The case, 
like many others of the same sort that 
occur here, excites the indignation of 
all. people who believe that charity 
should begin at home, and a Christian 
community which is anxious for’ the 
souls of the heathen should see to it 
that the bodies of some of the unfortu- 
nates who are tossed by the waves of 
adversity into depths of distress, are 
sheltered and protected, and that a 
hospital should be founded here and 
supported. 


Death of Mrs. H. M. McDowell. 


Mrs. Alice Lee McDowell, wife of 
Hugh McDowell of The Times, died on 
South Madison avenue in this city this 
afternoon. Mrs. McDowell came to Pas- 
adena from St. Louis in December, 1893, 
for relief from lung trouble, and has 
spent a portion of the time since then 
in San Diego county.

GOOD TIMES COMING. In @ recent 
interview Henry Clews, the well-known 
New York banker, spoke most encour- 
agingly in regard to the outlook for im- 
proved business for the next few years. 
Mr. Clews entertains the same views in 
regard to the effect of the large discov- 
eries of gold that have been expressed 
on several occasions in this column. 
He says: 

“T expect to see the times improve 
steadily from now on, We are going to 
have a period of gold inflation, and the 
golden era is about to come. We will 
produce more than $200,000,000 worth. of 
gold in the world this year, and the 
greater part of this will go into circula- 
tion. There are new gold fields being 
discovered in all parts of the world. 
and the probability is that the output 
will increase rather than diminish. 
Now the big countries of Europe have 
been hoarding gold for some time. 
They have their strong boxes practic- 
ally full in preparation for possible 
wars in the future. They will hoard no 
more, and the surplus from now on will 
go into circulation. There will be a bil- 
lion dollars worth of gold thrown. into 
the world’s circulation during the next 
five years, and this will create at least 
a billion dollars of credit money. The 
result will be a gold inflation, and the 
prices ‘of everything will rise.”’ 

It may be added that the present out- 
look is for a largely increased output of 
gold, the improvements that have been 
made in the methods of extracting the 
metal from the ore being so greatly re- 
duced: that mines can be worked today 
which it would have been impossible to 
touch twenty, or even ten years ago.

A little more protec- 
tion against the foreign grower is some- 
thing the California. orange-grower 
would not object to. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
MAIL COLLECTION. The Postmas- 
ter-General recently isued a new order 
providing for the extension of the mail 
service by the introduction of house to 
house collections in twenty-five cities 
having full delivery systems, includ- 
ing Sai Francisco. According to the 
San Francisco Chronicle, the house-col- 
lection system is by’ no means a new 
thing, for as far back as’ September, 
1892, its practicability was proved by 
Postmaster-General Wanamaker, who 
originated the plan, and on September 9, 
1892, he issued a general order providing 
that “‘in all cities having free delivery, 
the postal system be extended to in- 
clude house-to-house collections, sub- 
ject to certain rules.”’ The gist of these 
rules, which were published in full in 
the Postal Guide for September, 1892, 
are that’ the house-collections can only 
be introduced in certain cities, and 
when the Postmaster is notified that 
two-thirds of the residents of any one 
route desire it, and agree to erect their 
own boxes. At the same time, postmas- 
ters are instructed to exhibit the vari- 
ous collection and delivery boxes ap- 
proved by the Government, and to en- 
courage hougpholders to adopt them. 

If the new system will save time, and 
thus pay for itself, it is all right, but 
otherwise it seems that an extension 
of the delivery system in small cities

Deputy Sheriff Marsh After Guavish’s 
Confederates — Protection from 
Frost by Spraying Fire with 
Water—Notes and Personals. 


RIVERSIDE, Feb. 12.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The Sheriff's office is a 
little more animated since there is an- 
other big case in hand. Two “John 
Doe” warrants have been issued for In- 
dians in the Temecula country, who 
are supposed to be implicated with 
Francisco Guavish in the murder of 
Mrs. Platt, the Indian teacher. They 
are in the hands of Deputy Sheriff 
Marsh of Los Angeles. Guavish seems 
to have “lost his grip.’’ He ‘feels it 
in his bones” that he is to be hung, and 
if the surmise that he is guilty be true, 
he doubtless feels that he deserves it, 
for a colder-blooded murder has never 
been perpetrated in this county than 
the killing of Mrs. Platt.

SPRAYING FIRE FOR FROST. 

One of the most remarkable contribu- 
tions to the problem of dispelling frost 
comes from W. H. Hammon, forecast 
Official of the Weather Bureau, in the 
form of a letter,to a local paper. Mr. 
Hammon in general praises the project 
of F. C. Finkle of San Bernardino, but 
criticises it in certain points. He be- 
Heves in spraying water on small fires 
instead of evaporating water from 
tanks, as advocated by Mr. Finkle. Mr. 
Hammon says: 

“It is believed that in the spraying 
process almost the entire condensation 
takes place and the heat remains in the 
stratum of air within 100 feet of the 
surface.. If this be true, instead of 6000 
gallons of water being necessary to pro- 
tect a ten-acre orchard, as he estimates, 
500 gallons would be more than ample, 
as.this would be sufficient to raise the 
temperature 20 deg. throughout a layer 
of that depth over the whole region, 
and if the-water was again evaporated, 
and the vapor did not escape, it would 
raise the dew-point almost 10 deg., or 
‘guch an amount as would preclude in- 
jury in any of the past cold waves of 
which we have a record. In carrying 
out this plan small fires of smudge ma- 
terial should be established, and when 
they are burning brightly each should 
be partly extinguished by spraying 
water upon them, and:.as they recover 
their former brightness they should be 
again sprayed.” .

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


A Council Resolution on the Otay 


Reservoir—Skirmish Drill. 

SAN DIEGO, Feb. 12.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The most damning ar- 
raignment of the alleged city water 
boodlers and of the intelligence of the 
Common Council is made by Alderman 
Sweeney in a resolution referred to the 
joint water committee of the Council. 
This Council has been considering a 
contract for a city water plant in 
which the Upper Otay Reservoir was to 
contain the city supply. The sum of 
$1,575,000 was to be paid for this plant. 
The Upper Otay Reservoir was to get 
its supply from Barrett Reservoir, 
which is owned by the contracting 
company. Sweeney’s resolution con- 
demns the Upper Otay Reservoir as un- 
fit for city use. Yet this is the prop- 
erty which the Council has been seri- 
ously considering, and has _ recom- 
mended repeatedly until the matter 
reached a final vote, Then there ap- 
pears to be delay after delay, caused, 
it is believed, by thé water schemer 
now charged in court with boodling. 
Alderman Sweeney’s resolution  pro- 
vides: ‘“‘Whereas, the Barrett Reser- 
voir and Upper Otay Reservoir, are not 
required by the city, and it is very de- 
sirable that we obtain pure mountain 
water direct from its source and from 
a living mountain stream and, whereas, 
the impounding of a large body of 
water in the Upper Otav Resrerveir 
would undoubtedly deteriorate, because 
the watershed is not of sufficient ca- 
pacity to replenish the water so as to 
keep it pure and fresh, and it is more 
than doubtful that the daily consump- 
tion would secure the desired end; now 
there, be it resolved,”’ etc., etc. The 
resolution provides that the Southern 
California Mountain Water Company 
substitute Morena Reservoir for the 
Barrett and Upper Otay reservoirs, and 
furnish therefrom 1000 inches of water. 
It is believed that the Jamacha Irri- 
gation District owns the first water 
rights in Moreno Reservoir, and that 
the water company cannot deliver these 
rights to the city. Sweeney's resolu- 
tion is the equivalent of dubbing the 
City Engineer as an ass of the first 
water. It is also the equivalent of 
dubbing the Councilmen in favor of 
the Upper Otay Reservoir 2s either very 
foolish, ignorant men or else inten- 
tionally careless of the people’s rights 
in considering a reservoir capable of 
supplying water, which would dete- 
riorate while in storage. Sweeney's 
resolution causes surprise, because on 
Monday he published a letter which 
was regarded as a confession that it 
was impossible for the city to secure 
sole ownership of its water supply. The 
abject erraticness of the Council and 
its apparent inability to come to any 
business-like conclusion on the water 
question -causes distrust «nd disgust 
among the people.
